Member Mary Winstanley O’Connor made a motion that on Article 30 (income 

limits for elderly to qualify for property tax deferrals) that the Board of Assessors adopt income 

limits that are the same limits that are available to seniors when applying for the state circuit 

breaker which is $52,000. Member James Doherty seconded the motion, 

there was no discussion and vote was unanimous.
